BASQUES "FOR WINTER. 


Niivul Styli-8 Doslimoil by New York's Leacl- 


liiff DresBinttkers. 


Tlie new basques are noticeable for 


their elaborate front trimmings, 'many 
of thura being draped full from, the 
BluwldHi-s down, even though made of 
heavy cloth or other thick fabric. 
The 


f u l l surplico efl'ect is used oven wlien 
there is a vest or plastron, and the 
Greek drapery coming from tho right 
shouklui' to the left side of the waist is 
seen on supple woolens, on silks anil 
on velvets. It is no unusual thing to 
see cloth or camcl's-hair basques with 
threo largo plaits on each shoulder 
tapering to the merest edge of folds at 
the waist lino, with the space tilled in 
with a gathered or plaited silk vest, or 
with one of velvet or plnsh, quite 
smooth, but richly embroidered or dec- 
orated with passementerie. 
Slurred 


cloth fronts are also made with clusters 
of gathers at the top and at the waist 
line, yet are not clumsy, as they are 
well held in. shape by points and a V- 
shaped vest of steel or silver cord pas- 
sementerie; there are also yoke fronts 
of th e hec-viest velvet with the wool gath- 
ered on the lower edge. Some protty 
bodices without vests are gathered all 
across the top of the front, on each 
shoulder, and .below the collar, and 
this fulness is held below by a pointed 
gi t'dle that shapes the end of the bodice. 
The dress-coat collar rolled low beside 
a vest is seen on French costumes as 
well as on English gowns and jackets, 
and promises to be popular, because its 
graceful outlines can be varied to suit 
both slender and stout figures. 


Vests of silk are draped in diagonal 


folds in the way thinner silks were 
used during the summer. Velvet, 
however, remains the favorite ma- 
terial for the vest 
and 
standing 


collar, or at least for the front of 
the collar, while the 
back 
is of 


wool like the basque. Oddly shaped 
revers are made of the dress goods 
sometimes by.lapping it in a single 
three-cornered shape on the left at the 
top, and again by turning it back on 
the right side. A simple design for 
Cheviot or cloth basques has the fronts 
nearly meeting over a band of velvet, 
and held together by ball buttons at- 


iched to the ends of bits of soutache 
n inch and a quarter in length, passed 
irough button holes, & row of but- 
on holes being worked along each 
dge of the fronts. .This is prettily 
liown on a brown, red and blue mixed 
Cheviot over a brown velvet band, 
nth brown buttons and soutache; the 
ostilion back has buttons and holes 
or its trimming, and. the cuff's of the 
oat sleeves have ten or twelve but 
tons in pairs up the outer seam. Tho 
>ack of flie basques is by each of the 
our forms being doubled below the 
vaist line, shaped into leaf points, 
aced with contrasting material, and 
dged with braid. In many dresses 
he back -drapery of the skirt is hooked 
up on the middle forms of basque, 
which slopes out gradually over: the 
ournure.

CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—The Irish meeting 


held at Battery D Arfnory last evening 
•vas an immense gathering of about ten 
thousand Irish and Irish-American citi- 
zens to hear Arthur O'Connor, M. P., and 
Sir T. C. Esmonde, M. P., on home rule in 
Ireland. 
The meeting was presided over by 
Judge Moran, of the appellate court of this 
city. On the platform were a sreat num- 
ber of prominent citizens. Jud'e Moran, 
introducing the speakers, said that not- 
withstand the fact that Irishmen were 
loyal to their mother country, their loyalty 
to this country was unquestioned, as Mr. 
Chamberlain 
would discover without 


much effort at investigation. He depre- 
cated the fact that the rumor had gone 
abroad that the love of certain people in 
America for the Irish cause was a rus» to 
catch the Irish vote, but they would dis- 
cover that Irishmen were not so easily 
duped. He dwelt on at length and elo- 
quently reviewed the Irish cause. He toofc 
great pleasure in introducing Mr. Arthur 
O'Connor, who was received with the 
wildest enthusiasm. 


Mr. O'Connor, in a calm, dignified man- 


ner, spoke on the situation in Ireland. He 
felt that many would prefer if he advo- 
cated extreme 
measures and physical 


force. But that as they were in Ireland 
they were supposed to be the best judges 
of the mode of procedure, which was con- 
stitutional agitation, and it was better to 
receive from England's right hand Irish 
home rule than to wring it by force from 
England's left hand, which might be re- 
covered again at the first favorable oppor- 
tunity. The fight was not the Irish against 
the English, but between a Tory govern- 
ment and the National league. 


Ho reverted to Mr. Chambarlain's pro- 


posed visit to this country as an English 
commissioner. He advised the Irish In 
America to treat Mr. Chamberlain as Mr. 
Gladstone has done, and not forget that he 
is the guest of the United States while 
here, and that they are citizens. He said 
the Irish Parliamentary party had adopt- 
ed the motto of General Grant, and that 
they will fight the battle out if it takes all 
winter. 
At the allusion made by Mr. O'Connor 


to General Grant there was tumultuous 
applause.

monde, reverted to the struggle on the re- 
peal of the union in Ireland, about one

How to reed »na Hou» Than •» DUbiMi* • 


Scrnaou f>f th» Tear. 


The common turkey i» a native of 


North America. Its name arose; from 
die confusion that at first existed rela- 
tive to the identity of the bird with the 
Guinea fowl, which is known as a 
native of Turkey. There is no better 
place for keeping turkeys than a large, 
open shed. It should be so constructed 
as to protect the fowls from the inclem- 
ency of the weather, and especially 
from the wet, which plays sad havoo 
with them 
Have high perches, but do 


not neglect to make a broad ladder foi 
them to walk up to roost. It might be 
asked why a ladder, when the turkey 
in its wild state roosts on trees and 
other high places? When we fatten 
fowls in the domesticated state, they 
become heavier than when wild, and 
the weight is too much for the strength 
of their wings. While enjoying then- 
liberty, they take exercise which pre- 
serves them from "aldermanio propor- 
tions." Avoid roosting on trees; many 
a flock has been wiped out of existence 
in consequence of this. There is no 
suier way to introduce roup among 
young fowls than in allowing this 
practice. 


The female begins to lay in spring. 


AH a rule, she will make her nest in 
some obscure place, where she will 
drop an egg daily, or eveiy other day, 
until as high as twenty eggs are laid, 
according to the maturity of the bird. 
A turkey hen is a very persistent sitter, 
and will often 
half starve before 


she will leave the nest If kept in the 
house all the morning, which is the 
time they lay, the possibility of hiding 
their eggs is avoided. In tlw second 
layings the number of jggs rarely ex- 
ceed thirteen .incubation vanes from 
tw&Ti!pe"Jgnt to thirty-two days. Young 
tuikey chicks should be removed from 
the nest shortly after they are hatched. 


In feeding poults about two or three 


months old, such boiled herbs as wild 
succory, turnip-tops 
and 
cabbage 


sprouts, aie suitable 
Boiled potato 


skins and a few potatoes may be given, 
mixed with beans, oats, barley or 
buckwheat 
When six months old, 


boiled potatoes, mashed and mixed 
with meal, and fed fresh in a clean 
vessel, continued for about a month 
morning and evening, will develop a 
jjpod weight and fit them for the mar- 
ket. If the early market is to be met, 
do not fail to keep the fowls a gieater 
poition of their time in darkness, and 
GUI tail as much of their exercise as 
possible 
Tuikey poults must be pro- 


tected against cold or damp weather, 
as well as intense sunshine. In case 
of rain, they should be housed at once. 
The turkey raiser must constantly keep 
his eyes open, and never neglect the 
slightest act of kindness or cleanliness. 
A great many tin keys die annually for 
want of these —American Agricultur- 
ist.
